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On Four-W heel Brakes 


There is little difference mechanically between two- 
wheel brake and four-wheel brake mechanisms. 


Front-wheel brakes are merely added capacity, of 
conventional design. All four brakes are operated by 


the foot pedal. 

The emergency brakes on rear wneeis or transmis- 
sion, operated by the Aand lever, are retained in all 
four-wheel brake systems. 


Controversy already exists between four - wheel 
brake advocates as to the relative merit of external or 


internal types of brake pressure on front wheels. 


Theduplication of parts, added weight, and increased 


friction of four-wheel brakes are common knowledge. | 


If four-wheel brakes were necessary, safe, and simple 
in operation, their existence would be justified, even 


with these impedimenta. 


The factory makes proper adjustment of clearances 
between brake linings and drums. 


After the factory ships the car, its responsrbility 
ceases for brake adjustments, and the responsibility 
is shifted to the owner. 


Electric starters, battery ignition, and vacuum 
tanks are acknowledged developments in the evolu- 
tion of the automobile. They are built complete, 
encased in housings by the factory, are practically 
automatic and require few adjustments. Four-wheel 
brakes are in an entirely different category. ’ 


Numerous dealers and factory branch salesmen 
selling four-wheel brake cars, are already advising 
buyers that the front brakes may be disconnected, if 
they are not wanted. This would mean, of course, 
that the extra weight and impedimenta would be car- 
ried around uselessly. 


Other front-wheel brakes are adjusted for such 
weak pressure that they cannot lock the front wheels, 
and the brakes are thus merely camouflage. 


Four-wheel brakes will cause more trouble and 
accidents in a month than they will prevent in a year. 


In fact, the Rolls-Royce Company states that ‘‘they 
show such decidedly dangerous disadvantages that 
they are considered unsafe to put in the hands of the 
general public, and are not nearly the equal of the 
powerful, efficient, lasting, and easily equalized brake 
design now employed in our design.”’ 


Four-wheel brakes have been a bone of contention 
in England since 1910, and yet today only 5 or 6 of the 
150 odd English makes of cars use them at all. Several 
manufacturers use them as optional equipment, or 
furnish them on one of their models only. 


Adherents of four-wheel brakes claim that they 
(1) permit quicker stopping and (2) prevent skidding. 
These are the only claims made for four-wheel brakes. 
With front-wheel brakes fully applied, quicker stop- 
ping is possible. This is not denied. 


That quick stopping which locks the front wheels 


is an advantage, is vigorously denied. Such stopping 
is positively dangerous, because steering control is 
immediately lost. 


The claim that four-wheel brakes prevent skidding 
and sliding is denied. No matter what kind of brakes 
are used, skidding will occur if wheels are locked be- 


fore the momentum of the car is offset by the resist- 
ance of the road or pavement, whether dry or wet. 


Skidding on wet pavements can be reducedeto the 


minimum, with either two- or four-wheel brakes, only 


by slowing down speed and gentle brake pressure with 
clutch engaged. ' 


Disadvantages of Four- Wheel Brakes 


Against the only advantage (7) of four-wheel brakes, 
namely, quicker stopping, there are six serious dis- 
advantages which make them mechanically imprac- 
ticable, dangerous, uncomfortable, and expensive to 
owners, as follows: 


1. Danger of Accidents. With permission, we quote 
from arecent circular.of the Rolls-Royce Company to 
their dealers, upon which we cannot improve: 


“Basically, the fault with front-wheel brakes lies in the 
danger of front-wheel skids, which are uncontrollable and 
consequently vastly more dangerous than a rear-wheel skid. 

‘It must be appreciated, first of all, that for their ability to 
steer the car the front wheels depend on their rolling motion. 
When front wheels cease to roll they lose all power to steer 
the car, which slides straight ahead on a flat road, or into 
the ditch if on a crowned or cambered road. 

‘‘When the brakes are used in an emergency it is of primary 
importance that the direction of the car should be under con- 
trol; that is, that the car can be steered from the time that 
the brakes are applied until it is brcught to a complete stop. 

‘‘When an obstacle suddenly presents itself (as in night 
driving) the driver’s instinct is to immediately apply the 
brakes as hard as possible. 

“If, under these conditions, the front wheels are suddenly 
locked, disaster may overtake the driver, through inability 
to control the car’s direction, even though it may stop 
before meeting the obstacle. 

‘In traffic driving the ability to dodge—to control the 
direction of the car—is of almost equal importance with the 
ability to stop. 

“On a wet or sprinkled city street, granting that the 
front-wheel brakes were perfectly equalized, the car would 
slide straight ahead unable to take advantage of traffic 
conditions, either right or left. | 

“If the brakes were not perfectly equalized, immediately 
the pressure was applied, the front wheels would take on a 
skid, which would be uncontrollable, in whichever direction 
the equalization of the brakes was faulty. 

‘In traffic driving, under most favorable conditions (per- 
fectly equalized brakes and dry pavement) a sudden applica- 
tion of the brakes checks the car so precipitately that cars 
following have been known to crash into the car ahead, 


causing a rear end wreck through not having stopping room _ 


and time. 
‘It is, of course, obvious that front-wheel brakes present 
double the difficulty of keeping the brakes properly equalized. 


‘‘Aside from the above apparent defects in front or four- 
wheel braking, there is the stiffening effect on the steering 
to take into consideration wnen the brakes are applied, and 
the drag on the steering unless the braking effects on both 
wheels is absolutely equalized. This, of itself, constitutes 
a serious disadvantage reflected in the handling of the car.”’ 


2. Adjustments by Owner. Brakes must be properly 
adjusted, lubricated, and kept free from dirt, gravel, 
and foreign substances, to prevent unequal pressure 
of brakes and possible locking of front wheels. The 
burden of this responsibility rests on the owner, not 
on the factory. 


3. Added Impedimenta and Lubrication. Four- 
wheel brakes double the number of parts in the brak- 
ing mechanism, add about one hundred pounds of 
unsprung weight to the front end of the car, and 
create from twenty to thirty additional places (mostly 
inaccessible) requiring lubrication which must be 
applied by hand. 

4. Decreased Car Efficiency. The added weight, 
extra parts, and increased friction resulting from four- 


wheel brakes decrease to some degree the efficiency of 
the car. Poorer acceleration, reduced hill-climbing 
ability, and increased gasoline consumption result. 


5. Harder Steering and Control. The increase in 
unsprung weight, added parts, and friction neces- 
sarily increase the strength required to steer the car 
and to operate the brakes. 


6. Expense of Maintenance. Extra service work in 
repairing, adjusting, and relining brakes puts the car 
in the shop oftener and increases the expense of 
maintenance. | 


Patent Situation 


Four-wheel brakes have been in existence for about 
twenty years, during which time thousands of patents 
have been taken out in Europe and the United States, 
many of which have expired, and it is very doubtful if 
there are any basic patents preventing the use of 
four-wheel brakes. 


European Experience 


European manufacturers have experimented with 
four-wheel brakes for two decades. English manu- 
facturers generally refuse to use them, although there 
are a few exceptions. 

French manufacturers use them more generally, but 
many cars are equipped with ‘‘servo mechanisms,’’ 


which are an added attachment intended to prevent - 


locking of front wheels, insure equalization, ease the 
pedal pressure, etc., but this device introduces further 
complications of weight, lubrication and expense. 


Trade Authorities 
AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRIES—July 12, 1923 


‘In some cases the layout is such that the act of steering 
tends to release the front-wheel brake, rendering it less 
effective when the wheels are cramped. If, with this arrange- 
ment, steering is made harder, or the brakes less effective on 
a curve, or when the vehicle must make a sudden turn—as it 
must often do in an emergency—there is grave reason to 
doubt wheather the braking is any safer with four- than with 
two-wheel brakes.’’ 


MOTOR WORLD—June 6, 1923 


‘If necessary precautions are not taken, skidding is liable 
to ag more frequent and more serious than with rear brakes 
on y.”’ ‘

The cropping system for a two-

followed by peas, 5 to 10 acres in 
additional cash crops; 2 acres of 
Spanish peanuts, 2 acres of rye, oats 
and rape, 1 acre of sweet potatoes, 
© acres of millet and sorghum, 1 
acre of peanuts, 2 1-2 ucres of home 
supplies, 10 acres in permanent pas- 
tures. 

In these systems, cotton and hogs 
are two important enterprises, espe- 
cially the first.

Urge Chairmen 
To Fight Narcotics

Realizing it to be the greatest 
danger threatening the American pub- 
lic, the General Federation of Wom- 
an’s clubs has determined to wage a 
vigorous campaign to wipe out the 
illicit use of narcotie drugs. With the 
view of organizing for this purpose, 
Mrs. Lee Joseph, of San Antonio, was 
appointed as a member of a commit- 
tee by the General Federation of 
Woman's clubs by virtue of which 
membership she has jurisdiction in 
carrying on this work in Texas, Lou- 
isiana, Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, South Carolina and North 
Carolina. 

Mrs. Walter L. Hodges, of Hart- 
well, Ga., has been appointed state 
chairman and she has appointed a 
chairman in every district in Geor- 
Zia to carry on this great work. Quar- 
terly reports are required to be made 
to the state chairman by each of the 
district chairmen, whose duty it is 
to secure accurate information regard- 
ing the extent of the drug traffic in 
their respective districts, and also the 
most effective means to be used: in 
combating it. In districts where 
there are large cities or ports of entry 


special chairmen have been appointed, 


It will be the policy of the elub to 
secure the good will of state and fed- 
eral officers whose duties are to en- 
force the anti-narcotic laws and co- 
operate with them in their work. 


At the bi-ennia) counell meeting of 
the General Federation of Woman's 
clubs, convened in Atlanta in May,’ 
1923, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

“Whereas, the evils resulting from 
the illicit peddling of drugs is a grow- 
ing menace to the yeuth of our nation, 
reaching even to children of school 
age; and whereas, this addiction 
undermines the health and the morals 
of the community, therefore, 

Be it resolved, that the General 
Federation of Woman's clubs in 
council assembled authorizes the pres- 
ident of the General Federation of 
Woman's clubs to appoint a commit- 
tee to secure immediate and accurate 
information regarding the extent of 
this evil, the means being used to 
eombat it, and that the federation 
use this information as a basis for a 
vigorous campaign in cooperation with 
other agencies, to wipe out this na- 
tional evil.” 

A committee appointed for the 
purpose of viewing a special motier 
picture lesson and warning againas 
the drug evil made by Mrs. Wallace 
Reid and sponsored by the An- 
geles Anti-Narcotic league, “Human 
Wreckage.” has heen reviewed and 
approved. This picture is now being 
shown hy the leading theaters and is 
arousing the public mind from a pas- 
sive acknowledgement of the existence 
of the drug evil to a determination to 
combat and control it.

ORGANIZING PEACHES. 
The Georgia Peach Growers’ Ex- 
change has been created to take the 
place of the.Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change in so far as the market- 
ing Of peaches is concerned. Its 
headquarters will be in Macon, 
which is most fitting, as that city is 
in the heart of the peach belt. 
The old fruit exchange will short- 
reorganize along different lines, 


in selling itg products other than 
peaches, or retire from business, so 
it is announced. 

The Macon News says: 


“One of the difficulties under 
which the original organization has 
labored was that it was not exclu- 
sively a peach growers’ exchange, and 
the interests of this great orchard 
crop, which amounts to millions of 
dollars a year, have become para- 
mount, The necessity for working 
out more efficient plans for grading, 
packing and marketing the crep has 
become urgent, and the peach grow- 
ers have decided that ‘it would be 
best for them to wave an organiza- 
tion of their own.’ 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange has 
had a remarkably successful record. 
The peach growers of the state, 
through its functioning, have been 
enabled to market orderly and to 
advantage, and the great industry 
was moved from a losing to a highly 
profitable basis. As stated by the 
News the peach industry has become 
so large and of such paramount 
importance in the state that an or- 


ganization devoted exclusively to it, 


liar to the peach, was deemed ad- 
visable, and in this opinion, most 
if not all of the directors of the old 
fruit exchange no doubt concurred.

Last week, in obscure and insig- 
nificant positions in the newspapers,

The British, 
French and “Italian attachments, 
with their bands and colors, ocecu- 
pied two sides of the Dalma Bagtche;

We are informed that Generals 
Harrington, of Great Britain, Mom- 
belli, of Italy, and Charpy, of France, 
with their staffs, “were received by 
Prince Seba Heddin Pasha.” The 
allied colors were massed on one side, 
while the bands played the national 
anthems. The color standards were 
then returned to their respective na- 


tionglities and, mark this, they were | 


replaced by the Turkish flag, as the 
anthem of Turkey rose triumphant on 
the eastern air. — eould not help 
seeing in imagination the Crescent ris- 
ing on the eastern horizon as the 
Cross went down. 

The Significance of the Scene. 

In this scene there is a revelation 
of a world situation which has a deep- 
er significance than the mere story of 
the victory of eastern Turkey over 
western Europe. Tt has been, in its 
last analysis, not merely a fight be- 
tween Orient and Occident, but a con- 
test between the Christian and Mo- 
hammedan ideai,in international life. 
It has been the Crescent vs. the 
Cross, and last week the Crescent was 
in the ascendancy and the Cross went 
down, 

Turkey has always represented in 
history the Mohammedan ideal of re- 
ligion. She has nationalized the prin- 
ciple of conquest by force—seize 
everything and give nothing. Tur- 
key has made absolutely no contri- 
bution to civilization either in states- 
manship, art, literature, 
agriculture, or religion. On the con- 


trary, she has lived like a huge vam- | 


pire upon the body of civilization. She 
has been the marplot of Europe, 
nourishing, stimulating, and develop- 
ing every latent prejudice and an- 
cient hatred among the European peo- 
ples. She has been the. fountain 
suspicions, the mother of disturbances, 
and the womb out of which has been 
born a hundred wars. 
centuries has been written in the blood 
of innocent peoples, and her pathway 
has been strewn with ashes and dust

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Highway Developments in Central 
North Georgia Open a Panorama 
Of Incomparable Mountain Scenery 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 
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One of the most important high- 
ways to the state of Georgia now un- 
der way by the state highway depart- 
ment is the Atlanta-Knoxville high- 
; Way running from Atlanta to Knox- 
iville, Tenn., the Georgia end of it 
terminating at Copperhill, Tenn., on 
the Fannin county, Georgia, line. This 
highway traverses a wonderful moun- 
itain section and follows™ the same 
general course as the Louisville & 
Nashville railroad through the moun- 
tains. 

This read is practically complete 
‘to the Pickens county line and from 
| the Pickens county line at Nelson to 
| Jasper, a distdnee of eight miles, the 
| road is clay-bound marble topped, the 


only one of the kind in the state and 
one of the few in the country. It 
is an ideal hard-surfaced road. <A 
' project is now under way to complete 
‘this read the balance of the way 
through Pickens county, from Jasper 
to the Gilmer county line just north 
of Talking Rock. 

The road crosses Gilmer county 
from south to north a distance of 
miJes and as yet there 
has been very little permanent work 
done on it, althohgh the state high- 
way department has done some good 
maintenance work and the road is 
easily traveled during good weather. 
It is hoped that Gilmer county will 
cooperate with the highway depart- 
ment and get this road under perma- 
nent hard-surfaced construction right 
away. 

This road continues north directly 
across Fannin county via Blue Ridge, 
‘a distance of fifteen miles, entering 
Tennessee at Copperhill. From the 
Gilmer county line north to Blue 
Ridge is an ordinary graded and 
drained road, but from Blue Ridge 
on to Copperbill a hard-surfaced road 
,is now under way, and construction 
lis expected to commence next month. 
From Blue Ridge northeast to the 
Union county line Fannin already has 
a hardsurfaced state highway leading 
on to Blairsville, where it  inter- 
sects with the Atlanta-Asheville high- 
way. Branching off from this high- 
way near Morganton, Fannin county 
‘has built @ good graded and drained 
‘road southeast a distance of ten miles 
to Dial. About five miles of this 
road runs along the national forestry 
boundary. 

From Copperhill to Ducktown, 
Tenn., a distance of six miles, is a 
céod hardsurfaced road leading 
‘through the Ducktown basin ‘where 
‘the celebrated copper mines are lo- 
‘¢ated. Just beyond Ducktown the 
‘road runs over Little Frog Mountain 
- distance of twenty miles to the Hia- 
wasse® river at Reliance, Tenn. This 
‘link in the road is an excellent piece 
‘of mountain road work-.and was built 
fat a cost of $100,000. Several 
'thousand dollars a year is spent in 
‘maintaining it, and as it traverses 
‘the Cherokee national forest almost 
‘its entire length, the forestry bu- 
reau contributes to its upkeep. 

From Reliance on to Knoxville the 
road is good and is being improved 
all the time.

Along this entire route from the 
foothills of the Blue Ridge in Pick- 
ens County, Georgia, on through 
Pickens, Gilmer and Fannin counties, 
Georgia, and Polk county, Tennessee, 
there are many lateral roads diverg- 
ing to the east and west that afford 
delightful scenic travel ,for the tour- 
ist, and ready means of connection 
with the Atlanta-Asheville 
on the east and Dixie highway on the 


west, 
But the scenic attractions of the 
main route are unexcelled and not 
equaled perhaps in the south. The 
foothills of the Blue Ridge extend 
into Pickens county, being represent- 
ed by Birn Mountain, Sharp Top, 
Grassy Knob, Hurricane Mountain 
and others, which are plainly visible 
and only a short distance from the 
highway at Jasper, Georgia. 
town of Jasper itself has an altitude 
of 1,780 feet and affords a splendid 
view of the higher tops above men- 


tioned; Grassy 
having an elevation of 3,500 feet. It 
is at Tate, five miles south of Jasper, 
that the famous Georgia marble works 
are located, the second largest in the 
United States, and in themselves an 
interesting sight for tourists. As the 
route enters the southern boundary 
of Gilmer county it proceeds up Coosa- 
wattee river to Ellijay. This river is 
formed at Ellijay by the confiuence 
of the Cartecay and Ellijay 
and its Indian name, “Coosawattee,”’ 
means “singing waters,” doubtless so 
named on account of the music of its 
many waterfalls, 

Eighteen miles east of Ellijay and

They 
rolling hills, stretching out for miles, 
deeply eroded and denuded of all vege- 
tation, have been compared by tour- 
ists to the mountains of northern 
China. At Copperhill are located the 
famous copper mines and the largest 
sulphuric acid plant in the world. 
In Blue Ridge is located the Mary 

Willingham School for Girls, ac- 
commodating some 200 pupils. ‘This 
is also the meeting place of the 
Georgia Baptist assembly, There are 
mineral and freestone springs in 
abundance here as well as elsewhere 
throughout the county, With an alti- 
tude of 1,800 feet, at the railroad sta- 
tion, Blue Ridge is the highest point 
reached by the L. & N. railroad in 
Georgia. Many nearby peaks are hun- 
dreds of feet higher.

Germany is just as divided by occn- 
pation as politically. The struggle 
between the agrarians, who are con- 
servatives and reactionaries and the 
vast industrial population. made up 
mainly of socialists and communists 
antedates the war and the peace and 
is, if anything more serious than that 
of the differences between various 
states, 
Deflation Necessary. 

If Germany is to be saved economi- 
cally there must be a vast deflation, 
a restoration of sound currency and 
sane finance. But, as the British 


case bas demoustrated, deflation car- 
ries with it an enormous problem of 
unemployment and places a tremend- 
ous burd of suffering upon the 
workers. With nearly a million and 
a half out of work in Britain now— 
and the number has been as high as 
two millions—it has required al! the 
vast resources of Britain to meet the 
= and even now the solution is to 
seek. 


For many months literally millions 
of German workmen have been paid to 
remain idie. This wag the salient de- 
tail of the insane policy of passive re- 
sistance. Now they can be paid no 
more and the question is not merely 
whether work can be found for them, 
but whether they will consent to work, 
if the opportunity arrives. To meet 
domestic financial conditions and to 
face the ultimate necessity of. repara- 
tions payments the German workmen 
have to consent to a drastic reduction 
in the seale of living and in all hu- 
man probability they will have to en- 
dure not merely low wages, but an 
absence of all wages in many cases. 

There is then precisely the material 
that revolutions feed upon. While a 
few Germans have prospered and the 
German plant hive been rather im- 
proved than injured by the Ruhr war. 
the whole middle class bas been re- 
duced to misery and, as in Russia, the 
intellectual elements have been well 
nigh annihilated. Let these classes 
are precisely the bulwark of any coun- 
try against revolution and anarchy. 
It was the bourgeosie which saved 
France in 1871, as on many other oc- 
CASIONS. 

While the working classes are then 
subjected to every temptation and 
beaten upon by every incitation to 
resort to vidlence, there is among the 
upper classes, the old junkers, a clear 
perception that now is perhaps thei 
last opportunity to seize the reins of 
government again, Tf out of the pres- 


, ent chaos order can be restored by the 


republic. then monarchy is doomed 
and the German republic may survive 
as did the third French. 


Thus among the masses and among ' 


: 


the elasses the seeds of violence have 
already been leng planted. In the 
view of many competent observers 
two revolutions—not:one—are brew- 
ing in Germany, ene coming from 
the left and fomented by the com- 
munists, the other coming from the 
right and fomented by the old crowd, 
the military and nobiliay who made 
the world war and dominated Ger- 


} many in all her period of greatness. 


_At the moment the particularism 
finds its most familiar expression in 
the Rhineland, where, under pation- 
age, the conception of a Rhineish re- 
public has long been taking form. 
Given the creation of an independent 
republic embracing the Rhineland and 
the Rubr, the French problem of se- 
eurity is settled for an_ indefinite 
period, while France will naturally di- 
rect the economic life of this area 
and in possession of the coal and the 
machines find some small return on 
account of reparations. 

Henceforth for many weeks and 
tnonths the birth of Rhineland republic 
is at least one of the most likely of 
all possible events. But if it tykes 
place Germany disappears auto- 
matically as a great power and the se- 
cession of the Rhine territories 
bound to be followed by similar seces- 
sions in many other states. 

The proclamation of a dictatorshi 
by the Stresemann government is 
patently a supreme effort to meet the 
Situation in the only way it can be 
met. But can the government depend 
upon any substantial aid. from the 
right or from’ the left, from the 
masses or from the old masters? The 
fate of Germany turns upon the an- 
swer which will be made to this ques- 
tion in a time which cannot be very 
long at most. 

In any event Germany is now very 
close to civil war. to two forms of 
civil war, the clash between the re- 
actionaries end the radicals, between 
the white and the reds and the clash 
between the central government and 
the states which seek to save their 
own lives by secession. The salva- 
tion of Germany must depend upon

come undisputed master of the Euro- 
pean continent.

JY experiences of American The Average Clubwoman Joins Her Club, Not So 
Much “To Learn” as “To Have 
a Good Talk.” 


clubwomen right across the 
continent from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific would fill a 
book. The American club- 
woman has no counterpart 

in Europe. She is a special creation. 
The average clubwoman, I am con- 


vinced, joins her ¢lub not so much 
“to learn” as “to have a good talk.” 


In a word, the club is a ‘‘club,” not 
a lecture hall. And yet in every club 
one meets that tiny minority, the salt 
of the women’s clubs, who really do 
want to know. They want to know 
from the European lecturer certain 
things. First, they want to learn 
something about Europe’s literature. 
Then they want to know what Europe 
is thinking of America—especially of 
American ‘‘culture.”’ 


Of course the average clubwoman 
quite frankly enters the lecture hall 
hoping for some sensation: That 
Statement will be resented by many 
who: have never really sat down,to 
think it out. - It is, I believe, accurate. 

She, the average, wants to see the 
lecturer. If he is a_ well-krfown 
writer, for example, she wants tO see 
if he is young, . . . . and unmarried. 
She wants to look at the cut of his 
face and at at the cut of his clothes— 
the cut of his mind comes only third. 
And of course she-spoils him! 


That tiny minority of intellectuals 


are more Critical. 
for that matter, the Irish, lecturer 
who holds his women audiences 
cheaply is making an ugly mistake. 
I know several English lecturers who 
don’t take their American women club 
audiences quite seriously. One of 
the most famous of these said to me 
in his own house in a London suburb 
quite recently:.‘“‘My dear boy, the 
women’s clubs are interesting—but 
they are sometimes a desert!” 


That is nonsense. America’s wom- 
en’s clubs, like England’s half dozen 
women’s clubs, have, of course, their 
“bald patches.’”’ But they have a hu- 
manity and a wish to please which 
makes up for many deficiencies. And 
in any women’s club audience you 
like to name, you will always find 
some members at least as well able 
to weigh up the lecturer and his sub- 
ject as any European of them all. 
And, anyhow, as is sometimes the 
case in England, one does not always 
have to use a hammer and chisel to 
drive “‘new ideas’’ into the heads of 
one’s audience, which in America is 
always more ‘“‘receptive.’’ 


The English, or, 


HE average club audience some- 

~ times spoil the lecturer from the 
outside, it ‘is true. But they some- 
times ‘‘hand him” the _ honest-to- 
goodness! 

I remember a little time ago being 
asked to meet the members of a big 
woman’s club near the Canadian bor- 
der after my lecture upon ‘“‘Marriage 
and Divorce.’’ They asked me some 
questions as to my impressions of 
certain sides of American life, includ- 
ing “Babbitt.”” When I told them 
that Sinclair Lewis’ ‘‘Babbitt’’ did 
representa certain type of American, 
they were greatly offended, some of 
them denying point-plank that ‘‘Bab- 
bitt’’ ever had existence. (I remem- 
ber my astonishment when | first met 
similar denial at the Women’s Uni- 
versity Club in Seattle.) 

One portentous dame who, through 
her pince-nez, seemed to exercise a 


certain hypnotic influence over the 
rest of the table, and who certainly 
frightened me very considerably, said 
cuttingly: ‘Outsiders never seem to 
‘yet?’ us Americans. The suppersti- 


tion that Babbitt is a real man is on - 


a~level with that other European 
superstition that large numbers of 
American women: with rich husbands 
do nothing but live on their hus- 
bands’ money.’’, 

It was here that I put two ques- 
tions to the lady in question: | First, 


‘What do you yourself, madam, do 


for a living? ’”’ and the second, ‘Show 


me three points in which Babbitt. is — 


not true to his particular type.” As 
I guessed, the lady in question hada 
rich husband, she herself having no 
special work except acting as presi- 
dent of the club . | 
in which I spoke.

Was that she had 
not read Lewis’ 
book.

HAT last question is interesting. 

It is one I have had in many 
women’s clubs. It is from the lady— 
fortunately a rare type—who wants 
a lecture for nothing. 1 remember 
once in Los Angeles being approached 
by a clubwoman from another city 
who, with a friend, began by praising 
my lecture to the skies (we had just 
come out of the lecture hall of the 
woman’s club where I had been 


speaking), and who asked a question . 


in almost exactly the words of my 
San Francisco friend. After a further 
ten minutes of 
fulsome praise | 
_ventured to refer 
to my manager, 
when instantly 
She flushed and 
‘“her manner 
cooled, while 
her friend laugh- 
ed, as I thought, 
in some glee at 
~her discomfiture. 
She “thought,” 
she sam, “I 
would lecture for 
nothing.” 

1 am bound to 
say that __ this 
type of mean- 
ness I found al- 
most. always 
among very rich 
women, a type 
again, fortunate- 
ly, the excep- 
tion, but’ the 
type is. well 
known to many 
European lec- 
turers. 

Here I want to 
say something 
about ‘‘culture.”’ 
A great many 
American club- 
women make 

the mistake of imagining that culture 
is something that has to-do with 
clothes or speech or table manners, 
even with grammar. Some of them 
believe that culture is a special Euro- 
perquisite, with the result that while 
they will listen awesomely to the Eu- 
ropean lecturer, they will ignore the 
home article, even when the Ameri- 
can is the better lecturer of the two. 

Even at the risk of misunderstand- 
ing, I will venture to put my finger 
on what I regard as the greatest dan- 
ger to the American clubwoman, and, 
of course, always allowing for the 
many exceptions. It is the danger 
of ‘‘superimposition.”’ 

It is the danger of believing that 
there is a “correct” way of walking 
and talking and eating, and even 
thinking; and that the European has 
the secret of it! And yet I would 
rather see what I have never yet 
seen, one of my ~American women 
friends eat with her knife and speak 
with her mouth full and walk any old 
way, than see the same woman wear-

ing the shreds and tatters of so-called 
European ‘‘culture.” © Once more: 
all cylture comes frcm the inside, not 
from the outside, and, personally, I 
prefer the manners of the American 
woman ‘to almost any European. 

It comes from the heart, if you 
like, not from the head. And because 
the average American clubwoman 
has heart to a degree denied most of 
her European sisters, she has in a 
very real sense the first and deepest 
element of culture. No culture ever 
comes to, the individual other than by 
the road of original thought. If there 
be a drawback to the average Ameri- 
can women’s club, it is the tendency 
to stereotype. So far as the Euro- 
pean lecturer destroys fhis tendency, 
he is worth hearing. Otherwise, he 
does not matter. He is but “‘sound- 
ing brass and tinkling cymbal’ (I had 
nearly written ‘‘symbol,” in which so 
many outside lecturers delight.) 


The ‘‘heart-to-heart” clubwoman 
is sometimes the bane of the foreign 
lecturer. 

' This is the lady who insists upon 
giving him her confidence, usually 
with the introduction that “nobody 
undersiands her.’’ I remember lis- 
tening for the space of two hours— 
two mortal, or were they ‘‘immortal,”’ 
hours, for they seemed to have no 
ending ?—to -a clubwoman in Pasa- 
dena, California, as she recited to me 
her ‘‘religious complications.’”’ To 
such women, the outside lecturer is a 


_ sort of father confessor, and, because 


such women are usually neurasthenic 
subjects really suffering, the lecturer 
who refused to listen would be a cad 
of the first water. ‘‘Learn to suffer 
fools gladly’’ was given me as a guide 
to the understanding of this side of 
some women’s clubs by an English 
lecturer of distinction. 


This type of clubwoman is fickle 
to a degree. Many times I have 
heard foreign lecturers bitterly com- 
plain of the fickleness of club audi- 
ences. ‘‘They always want a fresh 
face,’’ said one of these men to me. 
But that is not quite true. It is only 
the ‘‘heart-to-heart’”? woman who is 
fickle, for “gush’”’ always goés with 
fickleness. 


HERE «is however, another “‘heart- 
to-heart”’ type of clubwoman 
who has my sympathy. . She is the 
typé who has asked me to advise her 
on all sorts of things, from the books 
She should read to the husband she 
ought to marry. Here are three 
questions asked me by such women: 
“Do you think.I ought to marry my 
present fiance, he is eighteen years 
older than 1?”. “Is Wells’ ‘Joan and 
Peter’ a book I can give to my daugh- 
ters to read?” “Il think Bernard 
Shaw immoral in his views of mar- 
riage, but I admire him very much! 
What do you think?” (This last 


‘question left me paralyzed.) 


The motto of some of the club 
presidents | have met seems to be 
‘Dominate. or be damned!” Others, 
again, rule with the iron hand in the 
velvet glove. The best club presi- 
dent | have met in America hails 
from Boston, with the second best on 
the other side of the continent nor 
far from Los Angeles. Everything 
turns on the president. If she be an 
“old fogey,”’ with no literary tastes 
and a tendency to Comstockism, she 
can paralyze any thought in her club.

glass? For it is plain that none of the

Caesar’s time; small mummies taken 
from the pyramid sepulchres in the 
Nile valley, all ‘of these things. hun- 
dreds, yes even thousands of years old, 
form part of the collection which 
Charles Frederick Naegele,  inter- 
nationally famous portrait painter, has 
brought home in his mountain studio 
near Marietta. *» 
The ccllection is to be a nucleus for 
a museum, where the people of At- 
lania may compare present day meth- 
ods of manufacture with the artistic 
products of the-days when civilization 
and modern processes ‘were un- 
heard of. 
Here is a little*vase from ancient 
Assyria. Its texture is of the most 
exquisite delicately modeled glass. 
Graceful with a touch of beattty .and 
elegance. It is probably ten thousand 
years old. It stood in the window of 
scme Assyrian villa long before Moses 
breught the children of Israel out of 
Egypt, And there is another: small 
jug, its place was in the tomb of scme 
Pheenician prince. It contained frag- 
rant spices and perfumes. — Its age is 
also from. seven to eight thousand 
years. It stood in that tomb long be- 
fore the Roman empire was founded, 
even before the Eternal City herself 
had been built, while thick un- 
penetrable forest still covered Europe 
and bears and auecrochs roamed the 
wilderness now known as Paris. 
* 
FANHE age of the tiny vases and un- 

- guentariums is determined by the 
amount of iridescence that had taken 
place in the glass. Experts judge by 
the iridescence of window panes in the 


pearance in glass, slowly extending its 
area of the most magnificent subdued 
glows as years and centuries roll by. 

The vases and pottery of 
Naegéle show thick layers of iri- 
descence. A mere touch of the fingers 
will often chip off some bright flake 
of dark violet.. The intensive and far 
advanced process of becoming irides- 
cent has made experts and anti- 
quarians establish the age of these 
small table adornments of the Ancients 
at ten thousand years. 

An unguentarium brought from the 
ruins of the Forum Romarum consists 
of two horn-shaped phials fastened to- 
gether with fine texture. There is no 
base to stand on, and it is believed 
that the Romans had some. way of 
hanging the unguentarium in front of 
the dressing table. In the one phial 
was the red carmine color for the lips 
and in the other the black for the eye- 
brows and lashes. The toilet article 
is an objet d’art. It glows with the 
soft hues of changing purple and 
viclet. Its frame, although fragile and 
tender, has a touch of delicate work- 
manship. Next to it stands a mirror 
of polished brass, now green from the 
corrosion of three thousand years. 

Who knows what alluring, dark- 
eyed, Roman demoiselle, heart aflame 
with romance and love, stood in. front 
of this mirror for a last glance be- 
tore going to the gigantic garden 
feasts of Caesar Augustus, where in 
the recesses of palm groves she was 
to keep a tryst with some handsome 
centurion about to leave for the for- 
eign wars? . Who can tell what loving 
hands placed the delicate little vases,

cbjects. were moulded... The handles 
on some cf the alabastrums:also show 
that the handles were put on as if 
they were flaccid and limp when put 
in place. 

Mr. Naegele’s collection contains a 
variety of treasures as varied as the 
countries of the world. On a cupboard 


filled with Egyptian and Babylonian 
treasurers stands a plate of Japanese 
cloisonne, considered among the old- 
est in existence: The myriad of fig- 
ures, flowers-and intricate designs are 
inlaid with gold. Marvelous minute 
detail work, that would even baffle 
the modern porcelain makers of Dres- 
den and Sevres. While the suggestion 
of Gouda and Delft in the blue and red 
of the dazzling designs show the 
Japanese of the time of Christ to have 
been master artists, who were experts 
not only in the forging of deadly 
keen swords and armored breast 
plates, but also in the arts of peace. 

In one corner of the glass treasure 
chest stands a:flower pot of unique 
design. It is a Janus head, brought to 
America from the ruins of the Acropo- 
lis in Athens, from the vicinity where 
the country house of Plato stood. The 
possibility exists that the flower pot 
once stood in the great philosopher’s 
own house and that if it could speak 
it might unfold a wonderful tale of the 
dialegues and the monologues of 
Socrates as he sat facing his friend 
Plato whenever he could escape the 
fury of his wife Xantippe, who con- 
sidered her husband and his phios- 
ophy nothing less than a nuisance. 

During which great upheaval did 
this flower pot become buried in the 
soil of Hellas? Was it buried with 
other treasures when Alexander came 
with his hordes of Macedonian hop- 
lites, or when Pompey came five hun- 
dred years after, or again when the 
Turks flooded out of their Asiatie 
steppes and overran the ancient civili- 
zation fourteen centuries after Pom- 
pey? 

One figure of great interest, and an 
exact duplicate of the one found in 
the timb of Pharaoh, Tut-Ank-Amon, 
is a small statue, known as an Ushabti. 
Forty centuries ago it was placed in 
the tomb of an Egyptian prince. On 
its back are inscriptions from the 
Book of the Dead, containing not 
only mystical phrases that for long 
baffled Egyptologists, but the book of

The tiny round silver boxes were used by the young 


ladies of seven thousand years ago to carry their lipstick and rouge and also the billets 
doux they received from gallant knights. 
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the dead itself gave the key to the 
enigma of the Sanskrit and made it 
possible to delve further in the his- 
tory of a civilization that flourished 
when savages clad in deer skins and 
armed with crude clubs roamed the 
hills of Kent and London, and the 
Germanic tribes near Vienna were no 
better than the cannibals in the in- 
terior of the Congo at the present 
time. 

CARABS, with 
~— scriptions, one of the size of a 
human heart, amulets, charms, worn 
by men and women alike, beads, orna- 
ments for the head, worn by the vir- 
gins sacrificed to the god Isis every 
year as a prayer for an abundant har- 
vest, all these things are contained in 
the collections which Mr. Naegele has 
thrown open to the public. 

The heart-shaped scarab was taken 
from a mummy that was crumbling 
to dust. Way back when Joseph was 
viceroy of Egypt and filled up the 
eranaries in anticipation of the terri- 
ble famine, this heart of stone was put 
in the body of a dead prince in the 
place of the heart that had ceased to 
beat. On it is the inscription of the 
words which the prince was to repeat 
when he came into the presence of 
Osiris, ruler of the universe. 
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There is evidence in the Bible that 
the ancient Hebrews knew of the use 
In 
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of the scarabs or stone hearts. 
Ezekiel the prophet scorns the heath- 
en ritual and says: “And I will give 
them one heart, and | will put a new 
spirit within you; and I will take the 
stony heart out of their flesh, and will 


give them an heart of flesh.”’

the poppy seed is toebe placed in the 
narrow bowl.’ A small leathér pouch 
in which the opium was kept is also 
attached by a small silver chain.

translucent fingers is a virgin. from 
Persia. In the small silver boxes at- 
tached to the necklace she once kept 


the precious small document, which .

Mr. Naegele has brought the collec- 
tion to Georgia because he wants to 
stimulate an appreciation of art in the 
south. In its-early development the

Comparing 
Georgia with some sections of Eu- 
rope, like Flanders or Italy, for in- 
stance where_every village is an art 
center and where art dominates even 
in the lives of the humble peasants 
and tillers of the soil, Mr. Naegele 
found Georgia a barren wilderness 
efter his forty years’ sojourn in New 
York. .

The talent is 
The south can take its place 
with any part of the world insofar as 
potential brain. power is concerned.

And Mr. Naegele thinks that the

Before ever the thought of spend- 
ing a vacation in Floyd bobbed up, 
rumors of an incipient cheese-mak- 
ing industry had reached me. So, one 
of the first things to seeawas a Geor- 
gia cheese factory, operating and sell- 
ing its product. 

We went to Bush Arbor, where a 
new plant had recently opened. 

Now, be it confessed, cheese-mak- 
ing is one of the jobs I have tackled, 
in a considerably variegated career. 
Once upon a time, just how many 
years ago it might be embarrassing to 
confess, | worked in cheese factories 
in Ontario, Canada, and in the days 
when | graduated from the Dairy de- 
partment of the Ontario College of 


Agriculture, at Kingston, Ontario, I 
was more or less prideful of my ability 
to turn out cheese that should always 
take top-market price. 

So, my interest in this embryonic 
Georgia industry was greater than 
perhaps would have been the 
with most other scribes. 


Greatest fact of all, perhaps, is that 
they are making cheese in Georgia. 
The scale of operations is. small, of 
course. Any industry must creep be- 
fore it can walk, must walk before it 
can fly or soar, but the important 
thingyis that the start has been made. 
The path may be narrow, so far, but 
the road has been opened, another 
highway by which the. Georgia farmer 
can turn the product of his labor into 
money has been built, and it will, with 
proper encouragement and 
grow and grow until It is a great chan- 
nel down which dollars will pour by 
mulions, every year, 
Georgia’s farmers.

A xg draw a faint picture of what 
can be done, turn your eyes for 
a moment to Canada, after briefly 
glimpsing what they are doing tn this 
new factory at Bush Arbor, Floyd 
county, Georgia.

In this factory 
they are making about 700 pounds— 
or, if you understand it better, about 
70 gallons—of milk a day, into 
theese. It takes, roughly speaking, 
from nine to ten pounds of milk to 
make a pound of cheese. The farmers 
are supplying them with their milk 
and, as the industry grows, the num- 
ber of cows in the available territory 
will increase, there will be more milk, 
more cheese and more money 
ing in through the factory.

Campbell, of 405 East 58th 
street, New York city. 

After studying the tango in Argen- 
tine, Maurice came to New York city 
to teach. The Castles received the 
gloryefor the tango. After helping 
Maurice for a number of years Miss 


Florence Campbell chose the tango 
as her favorite to dance and teach. 
Maurice departed for Paris where his 
services were in demand and where 
he is now located.

One of the attendants heard the 
murmuring and went over to hear 
how Mary Jo was getting along. 

At first she could not believe her 
ears. But as the attendant listened 
more closely the words came distinct- 
ly enough: 


“Little Jack Horner 

Sat in the corner 

Eating a Christmas pie, 
He put in his thumb...” 


The attendant went over to Miss 
Caroline Yale, the principal. 

“Why, Mary Jo isn’t saying her 
prayers at all,’’ she reported. ‘‘She’s

reciting ‘Little Jack Horner’!, 

Miss Yale’s kindly eyes twinkled. 
Mary Jo was a lovable little girf and 
was always doing queer things. 

“Tet her alone,”’ the principal said. 
 ‘ ittle Jack Horner’ is the best_thing 
she has ever recited, and she is offer- 
ing it up to the Lord. She couldn’t 
say a better prayer.”’ 

It was, perhaps, the influence of 
her teacher that made her offer up the 
best she had; for ouiet, patient Grace 
Goodhue, all during her years at col- 
lege and afterwards as the teacher of 
the deaf at the Northampton institu- 
tion, always gave to everyone she 
loved, to anyone who needed it, the 
best she had. 

Tradition as well as propit.quity 
made Grace Goodhue’s parents de- 
cide to send her for her further edu- 
cation to the University of Vermont, 
after she had been graduated ‘from 
the Burlington high school in 1897. 
They would have her at home still to 


ivy-colored buildings, where the mys- 


teries of life, long puzzling to child- 


hood, would be revealed. 


And then an unkindly tragedy took 


half the joy away from it. 
Grace Goodhue’s eyes were trou- 
bling her. She struggled against the 


annoyance of it. But the doctor final- 
ly ordered her to stay out of school 
fora year. It was like losing a hard- 
won prize. True, she would be al- 
lowed to enter again next year, but 
there would not be the same taste 
there. It would be like repeating a 
fine moment that should only be 
lived once. And all her friends would 
be in other classes. 


The girl made the necessary sacri- 
fice cheerfully enough, whiling time 


away with her knitting needle, help- 


ing her mother at home, and making 
an occasional visit to Boston to see 
Aunt Mary, who still lives in West 
Roxbury. 


The following year, however, 


Grace became a part of the Vermont | 


university, both in its academic and its 
social life. She was now a young lady 
indeed, with her heavy brown hair 
parted in the middle and wearing 
dresses with. great fluffy sleeves and 
tight waists and long, very long skirts. 


The college presented an atmos- 
phere, new traditions that looked on 
life now with a heavy seriousness 
and now with a light flippancy that 
was considered in the late 90s as most 
daring. There was the magazine, 
The Cynic, in which the college hu- 
siorists declaimed their views on 


things in general. There was John 
E. Colburn, who set the pace with: 


Alas, 
If it should be 
That I should prove an ass 
And fail at last of my degree 
Through some too hard exam I might not pass 
What could | do in life without A. B> 
I'd let this college go to grass 
And sail as well life’s sea 
Without that pass! 
You'd sée 
By G! 


Up in the belfry of the main build- 
ing, up dim, creaking flights of stairs, 
you can look out on one of the most 
beautiful. views in all of lovely New 
England. Looking westward, below 
you, like a great flawless aquamarine, 
is the much sung Lake Champlain, be- 
yond are the dim blue and purple 
Adirondacks. From the east side of 
the green-bronze bell you can see the 


uneven wall of the gentle Green 


mountains. There is a strong wind 
that moans and whistles through the 
belfry, and the scene below takes 
your breath away with its beauty. 


ERHAPS it was a nature-loving 
cow, or perhaps it was a cow 
worried lest the world might not con- 
tain enough of verdure to supply her 
for a lifetime with sufficient grass to 
chew.

There was, too, very much so, for 
that matter, the serious side of col- 
lege life. And if Grace-Goodhue did 
not put herself to work with the vigor 
that gathers in scholarship prizes and 
“cum laude” distinctions, she did 
work with-a serious earnestness that 
.eft no doubt as to her ability. 

Professor E. Tupper, professor of 


‘English at the university, remembers 


her “coming up over the hill to school 
every morning—an amiable student 
who fell into her classwork and asso- 
ciations very easily.” 

Dean Perkins, too, remembers her 
as ‘‘a quiet, sensible girl who was al- 
ways up in her studies. Just a good, 
normal, healthy young woman.” 

The plan of education thought out 
by her mother was taking effect— 
she was growing up to be ordinary 
while the world was turning away 
from mid-Victorianism, from its prim, 
unnatural repressions to the other ex- 
tremes of the exotic and bizarre. 

Grace Goodhue soon became very 
popular with the rest of her class- 
mates. The dancing lessons that she 
had taken from Miss Caro Kingsland 
in the Howard relief hall when a 
youngster now stood her in good 
stead. There were plenty of boys hop- 
ing that their invitation to Grace 
Goodhue would be the first. 

Ivah Gale, the girl who lived with 
her all during her college career, as 
Closely as if she had been a sister, 
recalls: 

“She never had any favorites. She 
was very popular with the boys he- 
cause she could do things that the 
boys could do, almost as well, too. 
She was a splendid skater, and she 
could throw a ball as well as any 
boy. But she was always impartial 
in her choice of an escort. Sweet- 
hearts? No, I know she never had 
any while at college.” 

But Miss Gale testifies to her live- 
liness at college with: 

“On one occasion my 11-year-old 
brother was visiting us at Burlington 
and Grace said that she would take 
him to class with her. While | do 
not know that she had any particu- 
lar thought in mind, I do know that 
She would be willing to do her part 
in lending a little novelty to a per- 
fectly dry class-room lecture. And 
boys of that age did not often appear 
in college rooms. 

“The class was nearly assembled 
and the professor in his place when 
Grace appeared with her charge. 
Smiles went around—even the man at 
the desk was chuckling quietly, and 
finally said: ‘Miss Goodhue, haven’t 
you heard of the law for the preven- 
tion of cruelty to children?’ 

- “Grace related this incident after- 
wards with great glee. 


HE did not take her work too 

seriously. She did it well, but 

she did not aspire to become a ‘shark’ 

or a ‘grind.’ She was an all-around 

college woman with time for work 
and time for social life.

a letter during a lecture period she 
obeyed it—and | was recently amused 
in finding this sentence in a letter that 
she wrote me once before I returned 
from vacation. ‘Oh, I forgot to tell 
you that I’m writing this in English 
class. Prof. is lecturing on per- 
suasion, | believe.’ 

“If the steady round of college 
work became monotonous Grace 

could always think of something to 
chliven it. One night after the house 
was quiet and it was really bed time 
she appeared with her hat and coat 
and passed to me. ‘We're go- 
ing coasting,’ she said. Oh, joy! we 
were! She iiheced the sled of her 
childhood, which we had discovered 
one day, and all we had to do was 
0 out-of-doors and hop on. 

“The hill, the snow, the keert star- 
light night, all were there, and no one 
around to criticise our childish desire 
for a slide. The experiment was re- 
peated many times and one night Mr. 
Wi agp returning late from a Ma- 
sonic meeting, discovered us. A friend 
with him remarked that ‘he should 
think those girls better be in bed.’ 
Mr. Godhue made no reply, but after 
leaving his companion at the corner 
he watched us down the hill and en- 
jayed it as much as we did. 

“When in colleve, Sunday for 
Grace Goodhue was almost as busy 
as a weekday. We were allowed a 
Sunday morning nap so there was 
not much spare time before the church 
Service at ten-thirty. Sometimes we 
stayed for college girls’ Bible class 
and then came home for dinner at 
one o’clock. 

“The different churches used to 
take turns sending a quartet to sing 
at the hospital service on Sunday af- 
ternoons and when it was the turn of 
the College street church, Grace serv- 
ed as contralto. She has a pleasing

“And at another time, when toast- 
mistress for a banquet, she introduced 
speakers in rhymes. 

‘“‘When college days afforded her 
the leisure her skillful fingers might 
be found sometimes making a hat 
for she was wonderfully clever at this 
art and could turn out a surprisingly 
‘chic’ production. 

“I believe that any of Mrs. Cool- 
idge’s friends would say she was ‘full 
of fun,’ but it is difficult to do justice 
to the rare quality of her humor be-

In the afternoon when classes were 
over she and Ivah Gale used to come 
down the Maple street hill together, 
chatting gayly about the school’s gos- 
sip of the day, about the dance that 
was to come soon and what would be 
worn.

“Hands Up!” and the Stage Stopped—Then the Two Road Agents Took the $12,000, 
Which Had Been Shipped by the Wells-Fargo Express, Into a Swamp and 
Buried It, Where It Was Found by a Tramp, and That Tramp Became at 
Once a Social Pirate Whose Adventures Are a Vivid, Fiery Romance 


HE time was late August. The 
place that part of central 
California where, on one Side, 
the plain unrolls in golden

We are 
quite forgetting that adolescence in 
the loom of time progresses and im- 
proves. 

I venture that the boy of today 
would smile at our puppy-love silli- 
ness. He comes nearer to having the 
real thing than we ever had. He 
seeks to see his idols in the flesh or in 
the gorgeous sepie prints instead of 
the tawdry. makeshifts we employed. 

It strikes me, too, that our after- 
noon cake eating and tea drinking 
period in which the young indulge has 
the old fashioned ice cream and straw- 
berry festival beaten to a whisper.

2.—The 
Trinity. 3.—The Virgin Birth of 
Jesus. 4.—The Fall of Man. 
Substitutionary Atonement. 6.—The 
physical Resurrection of Christ. 7.— 
The New Birth. 8.—Eternal Salva- 
tion and Damnation. 9.—The Phy- 
sical Second Coming end pre-millen- 
nial Reign of Jesus. 

Some of these dogmas are true and 
some are false. The fundamentalists 
are prone, however, to brand as ra- 
tionalists all who do not perform the 
marvelous feat of swallowing the en- 
tire platform. 

Among the leaders of fundamental- 
ism who plead for a literal fulfillment 
of all Old Testament prophecies are 
C.: J. Scofield, KR. A. Torrey; A. € 
Gaebelin, W. E. Blackstone, J. H. 
Brookes and Dean Gray of Moody In- 
stitute. 

Dr. Scofield writing in the official 
Journal of the Moody Bible Institute 
predicts, ‘‘the restoration of all the 
fundamental institutions of Israel,”’ in; 
cluding the Jewish Sabbath.

'The American.Clubwoman . .. . 


If on the other hand, she be of the 
type of my Boston friend, with humor 
and literary understanding, she can 
lift her club to the seventh heaven, 
and the seventh thousand! 

One of the curses of many of the 
clubs I have visited is the curse of 
‘playing at politics.”” What I have 
seen within the space of a few hours 
in sonte clubs in the way of “‘string- 
pulling’ and “jockeying for place” 
would give points to a Clemenceat or 
a Lloyd George! Different women 
have their special cliques, who back 
them through thick and thin for the 
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leadership, of the club, and through 
it all the club suffers. 

Here are five sketches in a nutshell 
of five leading club presidents who 
impressed me with their methods of 
ruling. They. include both Eastern 
and Western women: 

New York—tTall, graceful,  gra- 
cious woman, wife of a well-known 
publisher, with much sweetness, who 
rules through affectionate regard. 
Seattle—Exceedingly _ intelligent 
woman, firm but undérstanding, and 
with Continental European educa- 
tion, who rules through this combina- 
tion of qualities. Chicago—Southern 
woman of strong ‘‘Northern’’ out- 
look, born organizer, who rules her 
roost through this last quality of or- 
ganization. Los Angeles—Woman 
of the world, shrewd but bland, indul- 
gent to foibles which she cannot cure, 
who confesses in so many words that 
“uneasy lies the head that wears the 
crown”—but she goes on wearing it! 
Salt Lake—Literary woman of a spe- 
cial sweetness of disposition who 
rules without knowing it—the best 


There have been some. unforget- 
table evenings in American women’s 
clubs which I have attended. There 
was that evening — 1 think it was at 
the New York Colony, or was it the 
Cosmopolitan?——-when Amy Lowell 
and Carl Sandberg sang together be- 
fore the Lord and the Sons of the 
Morning rejoiced. To hear Miss 
Lowell recte her ‘‘Patterns’’ and 
smoke her cigar, and to see Carl 
Sandberg, disdainful of evening dress, 
but all the same most carefully turned 
out with a gracious affectation of his 
own, read from his “Smoke and 
Steel,”” was to see the high-water 
mark .of the naturalness and human- 
ity of the American woman’s club. 
That is an atmosphere that the Eng-

lish woman’s club can neither beg, 


borrow or Steal! 

ND yet I would be inclined to say 

that the clubwoman is passing. 
They tell me eVerywhere in America 
that the younger generation of girls 
are not.coming into the women’s clubs 
to any great extent. They want to go 
where they can meet members of the 
opposite sex. 

That is one reason why I believe 
we may See in the United States with- 
in the next generation or two the 
coming of the mixed or, as it is known 
in Europe, ‘‘the Cock and Hen’’ club. 
Personally, I believe strongly in such 
Clubs, because I hate anything which 
tends to segregate the sexes, and be- 
cause I believe from rather wide ex- 
perience and. observation of” the 
American continent that there ts a 
real danger in that continent of the 
development of a sort of matriarchate 
and, with it, that false elevation of 
woman which tends to place her un- 
der a glass case and out of reach of 
criticism. Within the next twenty- 
five years we are going to see an 
enormous development of the politi- 
caf women in America and of the 
woman vote, and if this leads to a 
sort of sex-domination by women 
who, after all, are in the majority, it 
will be as bad for America as the 
century-old domination by men _ of 
women has been for ~urope. 

To me at least the probiem before 
the American clubwoman is to pave 
the way for the coming of the wom- 
an into politics as a decisive force and 
to prevent the development of such 
a matriarchate. If must be her aim to 
avoid the swing of the pendulum 
from male domination of politics to 
woman domination. The clubs should 
be the great educational fields for the 
woman political, and it is only in so 


far as they find themselves in these 
new fields that they will continue, it 
would seem to the writer, to justify 
their existence. 

More and more is the American 
male, absorbed in business, leaving 
the thinking to his womenfolk—leav- 
ing to them the reading of fine liter- 
ature and the development under- 
neath the superficial currents of male 
politics of a new “non-party con- 
cept.” It is for the women’s clubs to 
make this thinking constructive as 
well as destructive, and above all for 
them to make it bi-sexual instead of

E come today to consider 
the, great mission of the 
Children of Israel. 
As their history is record- 
ed in the Bible, they were a 
many sided people; but all 
of their many limes of great- 
ness converged in their worship of 
God—or, it might be better to say, 
al’ their lines of greatness “emerged 
from their belief in God. This was 
the alpha and the omega, the begin- 
ning and the end of their religion. 

They are called a ‘‘chosen peo- 
ple,’’ and surely they were sufficient- 
ly distinct and separate trom _ the 
nations round about and so. con- 
tinually under the special care and 
guidance of Jehovah as. to justify 
the claim that they were called for 
a purpose and directed by the 
divine hand. 

The Children of Israel worshiped 
one God— a personal God, and that 
God had no rival. It is a fatherly 
God who speaks to them in_ this 
verse of our .2xt: 

‘“‘Now, therefore, if ye 
my voice indeed, and keep my 
covenant, then ye shall be a pecul- 
iar treasure unto me above all peo- 
pie.”’ 

‘his is clear enough; the Children 
of Israel were to be Jehovah's own 
people ‘above all people.’’ And it 
was an all-ruling God who made this 
covenant with “Israel—“for all the 
earth is mine.” 

In every promise 
was  a_condition—‘“If you will 
obey my voice, and keep my 
covenant.” It was a reciprocal argee- 
ment; on the one side God promised 
everything necessary’ to make His 
people great and happy and He only 
required one thing in return, namely, 
odedience—ihe one thing required 
of the first pair in the Garden of 
Eden. 

And that is all that is required to- 
day. The’God who made the world 
fashioned it with infinite w.sdom, 
formed it with infinite power and 
filled it with’ infinite -love. Man 
could not have nmiade himself—he 
cannot even understand himself. The 
scientists study our bodies, the edu- 
cators study our minds, and the 
ministers study our souls; all con- 
fess that man is “‘fearfully and won- 
derfully made,” but they deal only 
with the average man and speak in 
general terms. 

Neither the scientist, the educator 
nor the minister can tix a limit to 
map’s capacity for good or set 
bounds to his degradation it his 
heart goes wrong. The body, 
mighty tor the rendering of invalu- 
able service, can accomplish mur- 
der: the mind, wonderful in_ its 
power to teach, can mislead with 
sophistry and poison with falsehood; 
and the reverent spirit, so beautiful 
when engraved in adoration of a just 
God, can be diverted to the worship 
of man-made idols. |

Then follows 
the Psalmist’s appeal: “O, Israel, trust 
thou in the Lord.” 

Man_ inevitably 


tends to imitate 


that which he worships; he becomes 
more and mare like his ideal. If he 
looks upward to God he rises, and in 
proportfon to the earnestness of his 


worship, approaches the perfection of . 


the Heavenly Father. If he ignores 
the first commandment and worships 
man made idols or himself—artd he 
will worship himself if he knows noth- 
ing higher to worship—he is on the 
down-grade, and. there is no limit to 
this descent. It is God or mammon. 

Passing over all the other~control- 
ling influences that rest upon a be- 
lief in God, it is sufficient at this time 
to call attention to the fact that a 
sense of responsibility to God for 
every word and thought and act is 
the most potent influenc ethat acts 
upon a human life in the journey 
from the cradle to the grave. If the 


Children of Israel had made no other 


contribution to the world than to 
teach the existence of a God who re- 
wards good and punishes evil, that one 
service would have been sufficient to 
immortalize them. 

The man who, believing in God, 
endeavors to live as God would have 
him live needs no law to restrain his 
tongue—no law officer to restrain his 
hand. All the forces that can be 
gathered about or are brought to bear 
on a human being are not as effective 
in rendering him harmless as a con- 
science working within. And _ no 
force whatever can compel the posi- 
tive helpfulness that love of fellow 
men, based on love of God, will 
prompt. 

Some profess to be horrified at the 
thought of a God who excites fear, 
and others profess a virtue so exalted 
that they are offended at the thought 
of a reward being offered for good- 
ness. If there is a God, as nearly 
all human beings believe, He is the 
God of nature as well as the God of 
revelation, and it is inconceivable that 
the two books which reveal Him to 
man- should differ in their control- 
ling principles. 

Fear is one of the most necessary 
of the life-saving forces. We tell the 
child to avoid the fire because it burns, 


and poison because it kills; it would 
be the very climax of unkindness to 
tell a child that God is too good ta 
let the fire burn him or the poison 
kill him. 

It is just as unkind to tell an adult 
that sin will not be punished. - If man 
is a spiritual being and the spiritual 
life is higher than mere physical exist- 
ence, why should the restraints on: 
immorality be weaker than the re- 
straints that protect us from doing 
bodily harm to ourselves? ~ 

And so with the seif-deception of 
those who contend that virtue neither 
needs nor deserves a reward. 

I received a letter once from a 
young man who declaréd himself to 
be an atheist. He said he knew that a 
man -could not be happy without be- 
lieving in God, but prided himself on~ 
being unwilling to believe in God just 
to secure happiness. 

Romanes-had the same feeling, but 
expressed it more elegantly when he 
said: ; 

‘| am not ashamed to confess that 
with this virtual negation of God the 
universe to me has lost its soul of 
loveliness; and although from hence- 
forth the precept to ‘Work while it is 
day’ will doubtless gain an intensified 
force from the terrible intensified 
meaning of the words that ‘the n'ght 
cometh when no man can work;’ yet 
when at times | think, as think at 
times I must, of the appalling con- 
trast between the hallowed glory of 
that creed which once was mine, and 
the lonely mystery of existence as 
now I find it—at such times I shall 
ever feel it impossible to avoid the 
sharpest pang of which my nature is 
susceptible. ”’ 

Who is wise enough to impute a 
lack of wisdom to the Almighty in 
setting a reward before those w ho do 
well and visiting punishment upon 
those who do wrong? What kind of 
a world would we h: ive if there were 
no rewards for righteousness and no 
punishment for-sin? And what kind 
of a world would we have if punish- 
ments and rewards were shaken to- 
gether like lottery tickets and then 
drawn out by chance? 


bye same God who made the soil 
to pour its riches into the lap 
of him who toils intelligently and 
gives to the provident in old age a 
reward denied to the spendthrift has 
put peace and plenty—earthly joy 
and eternal happiness—within | the 
reach of those who obey. Fear is the 
beginning of wisdom and infinite 
ward is the ripened fruit of wisdom 
“Her ways are ways of pleasantness 
and all her paths are peace.”’ 

The lesson of today is appropriate 
for our time. Obedience to the first 
commandment was never more sore- 
ly needed than now; the bitter fruits 
of disobedience were never more 
abundant than at this very hour. The 
world needs to be called back to the 
stern morality of the Hebrew proph- 
ets. 

The din of business drowns the 
voice of Jehovah; the worship ~ of 
false gods diverts attention from the 
only true God, wastes upon impious 
altars money that belongs to the AI- 
mighty, and exhausts upon trifling and 
material things talents that should be 
consecrated to the service of the 
Heavenly Father. 

The world needs a revival that will 
establish everywhere revererce for, 
and devotion to the God of Abraham, 
of Isaac, and of Jacob—-the God also 
of the Gentile world; for He is God 
‘and there is none else.”

Its value can- 
not be surmised. It means, in a 
literal sense:

NOTHER day we went to the top 

0’ the world, at Cloudland. Have 
you ever heard of this wogtderful re- 
sort on the peak of Gegai@fa’s skyline? 
It is perhaps th mM 8 =eprarvelous 
place to Spend 25 ime AY SMe wr; 
the south. * “ktbggands on" tha yard Of 
a mountain rat@eeiey crud boo” fect 
above sea level. a hundred feet 
higher in altitude than ASWeville, the 
famous. It is high in the sky, sur- 
rounded by pine clothed mountains 
and ravishing vistas of “green lands 
that darw the eye ever out and up- 
ward, to a mute realization of the 
glory of God’s world. And, itis all 
Georgia you are looking at. 

Here there is a summer colony. A 
hotel and cottages, with electricity, 
telephones, running water and every 
convenience. Here there is glorious 
swimming in a natural mountain lake, 
with perfect fishing and hunting 
close by. 

Yet, Georgians, we found not over 
four families from our own State in 
all the two score cottages. The rest 
come from Florida and Louisiana. 
Glad they appreciate it, of Course, 
but why should we Georgians go 
traipsing off to distant places when 
we have this ideal spot of our very 
own: 

There 1s a perfect road, all the 
thirty-seven miles from Rome. It 
winds round hairpin curves up the 
mountain side, disclosing view -after 
view that not even “California can 
Surpass.

On the way back from Cloudland 
to Rome we went by way of Berry- 
ton. This is the home of a Georgia 
patriot named John Berry. (He'll 
probably blush when he sees ‘himself 
described as a patriot, but listen): 

John ‘Berry is president of a big 
cotton mill. He is the moving spirit 
in half a dozen other prosperous in- 
‘dustries in Floyd county. But I base 
his claim for patriotism on the fact 
that he raises hogs. 

We were introduced to some of 
those hogs. They are all purebred 
Durocs and, to some of the family, 
the sight of them was the first reali- 
zation that* hogs can be beautiful. 

There was Berry’s Orion Sensation, 
for instance. This gentleman is go- 
ing to be judged the finest hog in all 
the United States at this year’s na- 
tional show, or else all predictions are 
at fault. He weighs something over 
a thousand pounds and by every stand- 
ard he is all that a gentleman hog 
should be. That is, speaking in the 
argot of the judge of live stock and 
hog flesh.

In other ways, we conceded he is 
a perfect gentleman. He came to 
the edge of his home meadow and 
stood to have his back scratched and 
his ribs poked with an air that said 
“You’re taking liberties, but 1 know 
what a winner I am and realize that 
there are obligations in greatness. So 
scratch away, you can’t admire too 
much. But really, 1 am a great hog, 
am I not?”’ A perfect gentleman of 
royal blood, in fact. 

John Berry’s patriotism lies in the 
fact that, through his hog farm, he 
is doing a great work in improving the 
quality of hogs raised in his corner 
of the world. He is adding to the 
farm prosperity thereby, and doing it 
unselfishly. For when he sells his 
hogs to a Georgia farmer who has 
been persuaded to tempt success by 
raising the quality of the four-footed 
inhabitants of his farm, John Berry 
is more interested in seeing that man 
succeed than he is in the price he re- 
ceives for his hogs. It is a case of 
‘You take the hog. 1 know it'll pay 
you big dividends, and, in fact, that 
is the first object I have in selling it 
to you. Pay me when you can and 
after the hog has proven its worth 
to you.’ 


NOTHER day we rode by auto- 

mobile into the territory served 
by a little railroad called the Rome 
and Northern. This eighteen mile 
stretch of right-of-way has had many 
difficulties since it was first built? It 
leads into a territory rich in minerals. 
There is a vein of exceptionally rich 
iron ore aad there is—more about 
this later-—a whole mountain of un- 
made cement. The road was built by 
a Capitalist from’ the north, who 
stretched out his capital too thin. , It 
went into the hands of a receiver— 
likewise a distant northern concern. 


For years it was neglected, but recent- - 


ly a syndicate of Romans have bought 
it in. They thus preserve its service 
to the territory it touches and keep 
it for the’day when the weaith of the 
mountains, the riches of the rocks, 
shall be blasted out, manufactured, 
and sold for the greater prosperity of 
Georgia. 

The country into which we rode 
is mountainous—and glorious. Roll- 
ing along luxuriant valleys, the green- 
clothed -flanks of the mouniains on 


either hand trap the eye with their - 


ever-changing shades of shadow and 
sunlight, and leave the spirit in the 
contentment of beauty, sinking deep 
into the soul through the visual feast. 


A few miles beyond Gore, the ter- 
minus of the Rome and Northern, we 
came to that mountdin of unmanu- 
factured cement. As they explained 
it, there are two ingredients which are 
used in the making of cements One 
is limestone and the other is shale. 
This mountain over which we climbed 
is a veritable mountain of the two. 
There is shale at the bottom and top 
ind all along the slopes great out- 
croppings of limestone. Analysis has 
shown both to be unusually rich in the 
qualities which make the best grades 
of cement. Nature has provided the 
means of transporting the raw mater- 
ial and the finished product through 
the factory by gravity. sparkling 
mountain stream brings all the Water 
needed right to the potential factory 
site. The railroad is but three miles 
away and, likewise, three miles off 
across the hills, is a great power trans- 
mission line for the necessary manu- 
facturing power. Both railroad and 
power line will be extended by their 
owners immediately a factory 
for them to serve. 

It looks like an unusual opportunity 
for the creation of a great new in- 
dustry in Georgia. Certainly the de- 
mand for cement is constantly grow- 
ing. Millions of barrels are used an- 
nually in Georgia alone—in building 
construction, in bridges and in roads. 
They told me that careful surveys of 
this mountain had shown that there 
is enough wock material in. sight to 


is built ° 


keep a plant of 2,500 barrel daily ca- 
pacity running night and day for forty 
years. Geologic surveys indicate that 
there is at least twice as much more 
beneath the surface.

IDING south from Rome, we en- 

tered the beautiful Van’s valley. 
This is one of the oldest argriculural- 
ly developed spots in Georgia. The 
name ‘‘Van’s”’ they say is taken from 
the name of an old Indian chief, who 
once lived and farmed here himself. 

As we leave the city behind, far off 
on either side we see the blue slopes 
of distant ranges of hills. Low-lying 
clouds vignette their peaks until they 
fade in misty uncertainty into the blue 
and white of the summer sky. As we 
ride, the mountain ranges gradually 
come in Closer on either hand and the 
valley narrows. 

All the day we pass. beautifully 
cultivated fields, with crops that look 
as though the story of farming failure 
never had been heard here. I! saw 
cotton which looked as though it 
would gin a bale and a half to the 
acre. Mr. Boll Weevil has not yet 
done much damage up in this section. 

Green pastures, ruminatizg cows, 
great fields of waving corn and, here 
and there, a patch of that newer crop 
—tobacco—slipped by as we rolled 
along towards the end of the valley 
and Cave Spring. And, as we rolled, 
the farming conditions, the appear- 
ances of the crops and the prosper- 
ous air of the homes grew better and 
better. 

At Cave Spring the valley had nar- 
rowed to less than a mile in width. The 
town itself is a typical, charming, 
homey Georgia village. There is a 
Summer resort hotel and several other 
features in a commercial way. but 
this is not a commercial story. 

That day we spent at the ‘caves. 
These are in the side of a hill, deep, 
dark places down which you can 
climb .to the bottom and touch the 
ice-cold, crystal water which chuck- 
les and mumbles as it comes out from 
the rocky mystery of its source. 

Great stalagmites hang from the 
roof and the caves twist and turn be- 
fore you as you walk along. 

On the outside? the hill is covered 
with great trees, and along its lower 
slopes the waving draperies of the 
weeping willaws sway and slopes the 
softly waving draperies swing in the 
wind like the provocative skirts of a 
hula dancer. 

At the toot of the hill, the water 
from the spring within the caves 
comes out in the form of a mountain 
brook, water so clear that everw tiny 
change in tinting of the rocks in its 
bed is reflected in its sparkle, and so 
cold that it needs no ice for drinking 
purposes, when dipped a mile away 
from the spring. 

The town of Cave Springs has 
taken advantage of nature’s gifts in an 
unique way. This stream provides 
the water for the entire town, *its 
course having been directed until it 
wanders all around the town. On the 
other side of the valley a similar 
stream has been yoked, by sluice and 

watér wheel, to provide electricity tor 
all the lighting and power purposes 
the town requires. 


T Cave Spring is the Georgia 

School for the Deaf. Here the 
children of the state, handicapped by 
deafness and its attendant dumbness, 
come to learn lipreading, and the 
trades which will make them inde- 
pendent and valued citizens of the 
State. ’ 

A magnificent wo tk is done here 
Under the able and kindly direction 
of Professor James C. Harris (a broth- 
er, by the way, of U. S. Senator 
Harris) these boys and girls who 
would, in all probability become de- 
pendent upon the bounty of others, 
become self-supporting; self-respect- 
ing men and women. 

No similar institution is more beau- 
tifully situated nor more ideally placed 
for a school. Of course, along with

practically every state supported in- 
stitution in Georgia today, the work 
is not done as it could be, were the 
funds sufficient, but those directing 
the school are doing. marvelous work 
with the-money at their.hand. 

At Cave Spring they have just fin- 
ished building a wonderful new con- 
solidated school. They floated bond 
issues totaling $75,000 ta pay for it, 
and they have got a school plant fer 
their money that compares favorably 
with the best of the cities. It is di- 
vided into two great wings—a gram- 
mar school and a high school, linked 
by .an auditorium which will, in ad- 
dition .to its. school uses, prove one 
of the. most useful asets of a social 
community. The auditorium will 
seat over a thousand people and it 
has a modern — stage, perfectly 
equipped. 

The school itself has everything 
from special desks for the little first 
eraders to comfortable rest rooms for 
ihe teachers. Nothing which goes to 
make the best of schools is missing. 

Children from all the countryside, 
for a radius of twelve miles or more, 
will be brought in daily to this school 
by motor bus. Inysuch advancement 
in the tools of education lies the true 
hope of Georgia.

Then back to Rome.

A final mental summing-up of 
what all these Floyd county activities 
mean. 

Milk, cheese, cotton, ‘purebred 
hogs, corn, tobacco, minerals, indus- 
try, schools and a hard-working peo- 
ple. Can’t you see the picture of a 
future Georgia outlined in these 
facts? A Georgia greater, more glo- 
rious, and a finer place to live within 
than man has ever known? 

To be brief, doesn’t it promise to 
you that promised land, that Eden to 
which the sons of Adam shall return 
when they have completed the task 
of turning God’s curse of work into 
a divine blessing? In fact, a

ing of the girls in the attic, a dance 
or a church social down at the Col- 
lege Street Congregational church 
where the dean of the university was 
superintendent of the Sunday school. 

The education from travel did not 
come until the later years thrust 
Grace, now Mrs. Catvin Coolidge, into 
position as wife of a high pubtic of- 
ficial. Her longest trip while a col- 
lege girl was to Boston. Vacations 
were spent at Newport, Vermont, 
where Ivah Gale’s folks live on the 
very shore of Lake Memphremagog. 
Here they spent most of their time 
picnicking on the bluff, just six miles 
from the Canadian border. 

There were, however, two mem- 
orable trips, one to the Thousand Is- 
lands and another as a delegate of 
her society, the Pi Beta Phi, to Syra- 
cuse, N. Y., and those were the only 
long trips she took away from home 
until her honeymoon when Calvin 
Coolidge took her to Montreal. 

It seems strange to the woman 
now to compare her life then, so free 
from incident and minute inquiry, 
to its conditions of today where every 
latest action is recorded either by 
news items or by the ever present 
camera. Carefree in those days, she 
could run down the Maple street hill 
to Burlington’s Main street and buy 
a ball of yarn for her knitting and 
scarcely be noticed. Today she can- 
not go shopping without a guard of 
secret service men following her, for 
that is the law. 


There is a story current that an 
inquisitive acquaintance asked im- 
pertinently of Mrs. Coolidge: 

“How did you get along with Cal- 
vin when he was courting you and 
-him so silent *like?’’ 

And Mrs. Coolidge is reported to 
have replied: + 

“Well, I taught the deaf and dumb, 
you know.” 

Whether it gave Grace Goodhue 
an aptitude for understanding silent 
Calvin Coolidge or not, she did: teach 
the deaf children at Clarke’s school, 
in Northampton, and very success- 
fully too. . : 

While at college she decided that 
she wanted to teach, but that she did 
not want to teach in a general way. 
She did not want to become an ordi- 
nary teacher. She had always loved 
to teach; ever since she was a little 
tot just starting in to school she had 
played teacher and made it’so much 
of a game that the other little girls 
wanted her to be the teacher all the 
lime. 

“We learned things, too,’’ one of 
the ‘‘pupils’? of Grace Goodhue’s re- 
members, ‘“‘for her inquisitiveness 
made us all inquisitive.”’ 


ROM those days of barn school- 
room in the Goodhues’ back 
yard until her years at college she al- 
ways taught more or less, not in ac- 
tual classes, but groups of girls would 
gather about her, either at the college 
or in the Goodhue attic, asking to be 
shown something about sewing or 
some other household art. 

For instance, during Grace’s 
year at the university, knitting 
practically a lost art. Very few peo- 
ple knew how to maneuver the long 
needles and those who could were 
considered artists in a way. The in- 
tricacies of knitting were closed mys- 
teries to all but the few elect. Grace 
was among these, she had been ever

Was 


since she was a tiny girl and her nim- 
ble fingers were always a marvel to 
her college classmates. 

And then dame fashion decreed 
that the Phoenix muffler was the last 
word in milady’s neckwear. None 
of the girls had them and very few 
of them could either afford to buy 
them or had the inclination to spend 
that much money. They were long 
knitted affairs and on a winter day 
made one look very fine, with a tam 
to match. Bé&sides they were warm 
for skating or sleighing. . 


Patient, laughing Grace agreed to . 


teach each and every’ one of them 
how to knit so that they could all 
have Phoenix mufflers. There was a 
run on the Burlington yarn market 
and lessons suffered heavily for the 
next few days. Some fell by the 
wayside, but within a few weeks there 
were many and greatly varied looking 
Phoenix mufflers sported on the cam- 
pus of the university. 

Grace Goodhue took a great deal 
of interest in the literary half of her 
course. Sh was a contestant for the 
Spear reading prize, although she did 
not win a place, and acted in the an- 
nual college plays that were given on 
the lawn-.before Grassmount, one of 
the college buildings. She always 
took the hero’s part in these plays, 
because she had a low voice and 
could make it appear more masculine 
than most girls, and, too, she was 
fairly tall as a* girl. 

In “Much Ado About Nothing’’ 
she played the part of mustachioed 
Don John, and played in Sheridan’s 
masterpiece, a blustering, swashbuck- 
ling Sir Toby Belch. 

In the meantime she was hear- 
ing stories, accounts of a new life, 
a greater way of service that finally 
determined in her mind what she 
wanted to do after college. Miss 
June Yale was the next door neigh- 
bor to the Goodhues ‘in Burlington, 
and she was one of the oldest teach- 
ers at the Northampton institution 
where the deaf were taught to under- 
stand speech and to overcome their 
terrible handicap. 

There were many tales, pathetic 
and humorous, to tell about this “‘land 
of silence,’’ as it was called, and Grace 
Goodhue was a sympathetic listener. 
This was in the days of the Spanish- 
American war, and Miss Yale would 
tell of the deaf girl, to whom ordinary 
speech was a Closed mystery, who had 
words of her own for what she saw. 

They had taken her down to the 
train to see the soldiers off to the 
southern encampments, and she call- 
ed them: 

‘“The 
good-bys. 

And she told of a little boy who 
had invented a picture language all 
his own, for picking up words was 
a slow process with some of the deaf 
little ones. 

“The great big dark’’ meant the 
night, ‘tree hurry’? was the wind, 
and a dream wasa “‘shut-eye picture.”’ 

Miss Yale would tell of the prob- 
lems that confronted the teachers at 
her school and what they expected 
to accomplish, and the work appealed 
to Grace Goodhue as nothing ever 
had before. And it was a much more 
Serious girl who would go back to 
college the next day, resolved in her 
mind that here was the work she 
would really like to take up. 

Northampton was a long way from 
Burlington and her mother didn’t

want her only child to go so far away. 


from home. But she woulc never say 
a word, for here was a work that was 


calling her daughter to it, and it was 
a real work——a work that took just 
such a girl as Grace was. to be suc- 
cessful at it. 


‘Pye. GOODHUE had been an 
active student at the University 
of Vermont. Besides being the class 
vice-president during her sophomore 
year, she was elected president of the 
Glee club her fourth year, was a mem- 
ber of the class executive committee 
and was one of the founders of the 
Phi Beta Phi chapter at her college, 
for it was due to her activities and 
those of Miss Gebhardt, a very dear 
friend of hers, that the sorority came 
to exist at the Vermont school. 

Miss Charlotte Hale, a member of 
her sorority during their college days 
and one of her closest friends, has 


this to say for her: 


“Grace Goodhue always has a 
rare gift for making -friends without 
revealing in the least how she does 
it. She never fails to come and 8ee 
old friends here-in Burlington, and 
none of us think of her as any dif- 
ferent from the charming, unassum- 
ing girl we knew at college 20 odd 
years ago. She always seems like a 
neighbor who has gone away for a 
little while, 

“She was an independent girl, but 
at the same time she seemed to give 
sympathy to you unhampered in any 
way. She had the reputation of being 
one of the best dressed girls at school; 
she took courses in dressmaking and 
millinery, but ever since she was a 
little girl she has been able to make 
her own clothes. She is eminently 
fitted for social and domestic, an@ 
social life. 

“I shall always remember Grace 
Goodhue as the most wise and most 
simple, the most spontaneously gener- 
ous girl I have ever known. Noth- 
ing that has happened in her life has 
ever changed her from the gay, spir- 
ited, good-natured girl we used to 
know in college days.” 

She graduated and received her 
degree from the old university in 
1902. And that summer, when she 
went up to Newport, Vt., to spend 
part of her vacation-time with her 
dearest friend, Ivah Gale, she thought 
out her problem fully and came to a 
determination before the following 
September. 

Here she played with the boys, 
threw ball with them, mowed the lawn 
for exercise and went out on the lake 
steamer to the picnic groves and the 
Gales’ summer cottage.

“She was a very lovable girl,’’ says 
Miss Caroline Yale,ethe principal of 
the school, ‘‘and everyone liked her. 
Her success as a teacher is proof 
enough for that, for you cannot teach 
children, especially these children, un- 
less they have your deepest sympathy. 

“She taught first in the. primary 
grades, and later in the primary and 
the intermediate; arithmetic, history, 
English and kindred subjects, The 
children are taught by the lip-read- 
ing method entirely.” 

One day, aS Grace Goodhue was 
sitting at the window of her room 


reading, one of the boys of the town 

marched by, and looking up, .think- 

ing She could not hear him, for to 

the boys anyone connected with the 

school must be deaf, he called out:

She came to 
know the walks through the hills 
about Northampton and along the 
banks of the beautiful Connecticut. 
It was much like her own home. 

And then the third forward step in 
her education came. It was a greater 
step than any of those before it. Grace 
Goodhue was met and courted by 
silent Calvin Coolidge, who was to 
win her heart and raise her to highest 
honors. But that is another story.

| autumn and winter. 


There is considerable sugar in apples, so in making des- 


serts they do not need so much of that commodity as do some of the less 


sugary fruits or ingredients. 


If one makes a dessert from lemons——lemon pie, 


for instance—obviously more sugar must be used to counteract the acidity 
than when one begins with ingredients that contain a gBod amount of sugar. 
Here are some rules for simply-made apple desserts: 
Apple Pudding. 
Grate six large apples and cream the pulp with three tablespoons of butter and one- 
half cup of sugar; beat in the yolks of four eggs, a very little lemon juice if desired 


and lastly the beaten whites of-the four eggs. 
Serve cold or hot with cream if desired.

Apple Custard. 

Heat a pint of milk; separate two eggs. 
Into the yolks beat three tablespoons of 
sugar, one tablespoon of corn starch and a 
pinch of salt. When the milk is at the boil- 
ing point pour slowly into the egg mixture. 
Return to the fire and cook to the consis- 
tency of boiled custard. Into the custard 
stir one and one-half cups of raw grated 
apples, and one teaspoon of lemon extract 
and pour into molds and pile on top the 
beaten whites-ef the eggs, combined with 
a very little sugar, and brown in the oven. 

Apple Tart. ‘ 

Have ready a tin lined with pastry. Pare 
and halve medium sized apples, place in the 
dish with a lump of butter on each piece, 
spread with light brown sugar, a little 
cinnamon and about three tablespoons of 
water.

paring them. Then to cook them with 
water, without sugar, and without any stir- 
rinf& Cover them close and let them cook 
rather rapidly, with enough water. Don’t 
stir, as they are far more likely to burn if 
they are stirred. -Then when the apples 
are tender, add the sugar and whisk with a 
rotary beater until the sauce is light and 
smooth and without lumps. This is always 
a satisfactory way of making apple sauce 
with green apples, such as we get now. In 
the winter the older apples sometimes need 
to be put through a strainer or vegetable 
press to make them free from lumps. The 
lumps are what spoil otherwise good apple 
sauce. 
Baked Apples. 


Good baked apples are a fit dessert for 
any dinner. . 
* You can serve an apple baked without 
skin with a little whipped cream or with a 
little vanilla ice cream and it is a veritable 
Celicacy for dessert. Or you can fill the 
core cavity with nuts and raisins before 
cooking, and then sweeten thoroughly and 
cook to make another delicacy. 


You can baste baking apples. constantly 
with a thick sygup and so get a still dif- 


ferent result. Try to bake the apples rather 


Slowly so that they won’t lose their shape. 
At this time of year, the green apples lose 
shape quickly—bake to pieces, as the say- 
ing is. They may be placed after they are 
prepared for baking, in individual custard 
cups and bake that way to make them keep 
their form. 


Apple Custard Pie. 


Peel sweet apples-and grate enough to 
make a cupful. Add two eggs well-beaten, 
two tablespoons of sugar, one tablespcon 
of melted butter, the grated rind and half 
the juice of a lemon, one cup of milk, and 
two tablespoons of wine. Mix thoroughly, 
turn into a deep pan lined with good pas- 
try, and bake for half an hour. 

Apple Filling. 

Grate three large apples, add one egg 
well-beaten, one cup of sugar, and the 
juice and grated peel of a lemon. Mix 
thoroughly and cook until thick. Cool be- 
fore using. “Spread between layers of cakes! 

Apple Cobbler. 

Sift together two cups of flour, two 
teaspoons of baking-powder, and a pinch 
of salt. Add one and one-half cups of milk, 
half a cup of cream, and four unbeaten 
eggs. Beat until very light. Peel and core 
six apples, fill the cores with sugar, add a 
cup of jelly, pour the batter over, and bake 
for an hour. Serve with hard sauce of 
Sugar and cream.

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Baby's Nighties Should 
Keep Him 
Warm 


,OUNG mothers always Seem Sur- 
prised when they discover that 
habies won't stay covered. Most 
of us had our first experience in 
baby tending with the baby dolls 
in our childhood; and of course 
they never kicked off the tovers 

or worked themselves by innumerable 
twistings and squirmings right out from 
between the carefully laid blankets and 
comforters. But these soft, little, squirm- 
ing babies that we play with when we are 
grown up are not so well behaved, and they 
seem ‘to arrive on this planet with an idea 
that the proper place for little legs is at 
right angles io the body and that feet 
should be kept hoisted save when sleeping. 

It doesn’t in- the warm 
weather, but 
some plan must be devised to keep tht coy- 


ers in place so that baby will not be cold. 
By all means use nightgowns with a draw- 
String in the hem, so that feet may not be 
kicked out. These nightgowns \should be 
long and wide so that there will be freedom 
to kick and stretch even after they are 
fastened up with the draw-string. Knitted 
nightgowns of this sort are excellent.

ets stay in place. But for the more active 
child it is sometimes necessary to fasten 
the blankets. Of course they can be pinned 
down, but unless the pins are very large 
this seldom does any good, and the large 
safety. pins—horse-blanket pins are recom- 
mended by some nurses—usually tear 
sheets. There is a little device made of 
loops of rubber and clippers that fasten 


at the upper corners of the crib and then 


grips the blanket at the upper corners so 
that it cannot be put out of place. 

If your baby kicks his way out of all 
such devices to keep him warmly covered 
at night, then you may have to resort to 
the drastic measure of strapping him in 
place. This sounds very much worse than 
it really is. Neat strips of muslin are 
strapped first around the mattress and crib 
sides and to these other strips are fastened 
which are pinned around the baby’s body. 
They need not be tight, and of course 
should not be, but they will keep the child 
from working himself out of the covers, 
giving him opportunity to kick or turn if 
he will, Sometimes after being trained 
with this strapping device for a few months 
a child acquires the habit of sleeping quietly 
without tossing. 

Some mothers feel that if a baby sleeps 
in a cold room in winter he should wear 
some sort of cap. Sometimes this is ad- 
visabie. However, the cap should never be 
of wool, as a wool cap heats a child’s head 
and renders it particularly’ susceptible to 
colds. Even a cotton cap can be dispensed 
with, however, if the child’s crib is kept out 
of adraft. If the room becomes quite cold, 
or if it is difficult to arrange the crib so 
that there is no draft, then arrange some 
sort of screen or canopy over the top of 
the bed so that the child’s head is protected 
from the draft without in any way cutting 
off his air supply.
